In answer to a correspondent, we 
will state that the sureties of the City 
Treasurer are Messrs. F. P. F. T em­ 
p l e , Pío Pico, G. A l l e n, C E .T hom 
and E. BoUTON. 


N o t u in g new has transpired cou- 
cerniug the city funds. The Board of 
Education on Saturday caused some 
transiera to be made which placed 
about four thousand dollars where it 
belongs—to the educational depart­ 
ment. It seems that twenty-three 
thousand dollars of the city’s money 
went down with the bank wreck, 
which the Finance Committee hope 
to secure without calling on theTreas- 
urer’s bondsmen. The rem ainder- 
estimated at from ten to fifteen thou­ 
sand dollars—is not yet accounted for. 
All is well that ends well, but as the 
end is not yet reached we may hope 
for, but cannot promise, a happy end­ 
ing of the unsatisfactory circumstances 
which at present surround our city 
finances. 


T h e Republican of last evening 
gives publicity to a rumor that Mr. 
T e m p l e is negotiating a loan in Eu­ 
rope on long time at a low rate of in­ 
terest, which will enable him to liqui­ 
date his liabilities. While we most 
earnestly wish that this might be the 
case, we cannot shut our eyes to the 
difficulties which must be removed 
before the negotiation can be brought 
to a satisfactory conclusion. 
The 
mortgages now in existence must be 
removed before others can be placed 
on the propertypand as some of the 
heaviest of these mortgages have still 
some years to run, and as the holders 
are satisfied with the rate of interest 
they are receiving, it will be seen the 
completion of the loan will be a mat­ 
ter of some time. We, however, trust 
it may be effected. 


Who is to Blame? 


The Exprés» of last evening com­ 
ments severely on the act of City 
Treasurer M e l l e s in refusing to obey 
the order of the Council to place the 
money in the custody of T e m p le & 
W ork m an . This censure is deserved 
just so far as a refusal to obey the order 
of the Council is deserving of censure 
and no farther. The Council is cen­ 
surable for neglecting to enforce its 
order. If the Council had the power 
to order the custody of the money in­ 
to the hands of the individual or firm 
offering the highest rate of interest 
and giving satisfactory bonds, It had 
the right and was in duty bound to 
enforce the law. Therefore if the city 
loses money by the act of M k llu s in 
depositing funds on gmeral deposit in 
his own name, the Council must share 
the censure or show that it could not 
enforce its resolution. To admit that 
it could not enforce the resolution is to 
acknowledge that it had no legal war­ 
rant for passing it. 
The Council 
sought to make the city’s money earn 
interest for the city. The City Treas­ 
urer undertook to make the city’s mon­ 
ey earn interest for himself and lost a 
part of the principal. Somebody is 
responsible for this loss. Is it the 
Council or is it the Treasurer or are 
both responsible ? 


Sureties. 


It almost always happens that a 
portion of the public money lost by 
an officer is never recovered. This is 
due to the fact that bondsmen are un­ 
able to pay, or through the sympathy 
always felt for those who become re­ 
sponsible for money they never had, 
and in the management by which it 
was lost they had no part, they are 
not required to pay. The people are 
lenient in such cases, but the burden 
these losses throw .upon them is never 
lightened through their leniency. The 
holders of warrants do not abate a 
cent, and bond owners never fail to 
require every dollar the moment it is 
due. These are reasons why tux pay­ 
ers of this county should at this time 
be more particular than heretofore in 
requiring the most unexceptionable 
security that their county funds will 
not go us the city funds have gone— 
where the woodbine twineth. It is 
notenough that the sureties on these 
bond are men of large property, but 
they should be meu who entirely own 
the property that stands in *their 
name. To insure this end the records 
should be examined and the extent to 
which the property of the surety is 
encumbered by mortgage or other 
claims, fully known. We are not 
aware who are the suret'es of the 
Ceunty Treasurer elect, but in view of 
his recent financial embarrassments 
we hold it to be the duty of those 
whose business it is to accept hisbonds 
to investigate to the fullest extent the 
responsibility of those who bind them­ 
selves for the safe keeping of the peo­ 
ple’s money. Too much care cannot 
betaken in the discharge of this im ­ 
portant duty. Safe bind safe find, 
and no fair minded man will object to 
the most thorough investigation as to 
his ability to meet and discharge a re­ 
sponsibility he proposes to assume. 
At the earliest moment we propose to 
examine the record, and from it give 
the amount and the liability of the 
property of every man whose name ap­ 


pears as surety on bonds for the safe­ 
ty of the funds of the city and county. 
We hold that the people have a right 
to this information. 
Without giving 
such information no man’s name 
would be accepted as security for a 
private loan. Why should this pre 
caution be omitted when accepting 
the sureties of a public officer who is 
to hold in trust the people’s funds? 
Why should we be less particular iu 
selecting bondsmen for the keeping of 
public money than we are in, accept 
ing the signers to a contract for the 
payment of a private note? Would 
the names of one-half the men whose 
signatures appear on official bonds be 
good at a bank for one-tenth the 
amount? They would not, and those 
who accept them as bondsmen for 
twenty thousand dollars would not con­ 
sider their note of hand good for half 
that sum. The H e r a l d proposes to 
stop the easy going bondsman busi­ 
ness in this county at once, and we 
hope, forever.

Those Bills. 


In Sunday morning’s H e r a l d we 
printed two bills, one giving the Board 
of Supervisors power to issue bonds 
for the building of a court house and 
jail, audthe otherauthorizing the City 
Council to issue bonds to the amount 
of seventy-five thousand dollars to be 
expended in improving our irrigation 
system. Both of these propositions 
directly interest the people and they 
should be fully informed as to the pur­ 
pose for which the Indebtedness is to 
be Incurred before the authority to is­ 
sue the bonds is given. In regard to 
the building of a new court house and 
jai4 there is much diversity of opinion. 
While there is a general feeling 
against doing anything which will in­ 
crease the burden of taxation, grand 
jury after grand jury embody in their 
reports an urgent demand for a new 
county jail. That there are'abundant 
grounds for this demand, no one will 
for a moment deny. The only ques­ 
tion is whether it is better to build 
now or try to get along a few years 
longer with the old building? We 
shall be pleased to hear from the peo­ 
ple themselves their opinion on the 
matter. The irrigation bill concerns 
the city alone. The system on which 
the water for irrigation is supplied is 
so imperfect as to be hardly worthy 
the name of system, and it is appar­ 
ent to all that measures should be ta­ 
ken for economizing andcarefully dis­ 
pensing the supply. But has a prac­ 
tical plan been submitted and will the 
proposed expenditure accomplish the 
purpose aimed at ? We doubt it and 
shall continue to entertain those 
doubts until more light is given. We 
hope ourdelegation will hold both bills 
until citizens have time to examine 
them, aud determine on the practica­ 
bility ot the proposed improvements. 
The bill for court house and jail fixes 
no limit to the amount of bonds issued. 
This should be remedied bv the inser­ 
tion of a fixed amount. That for iiri- 
gation should be so amended as to 
place the whole matter in the hands of 
a Board of Public Works, to consist of 
three or five members, who shall be 
selected from among our first citizens.

Serious Accident. 


llau d -l'ar «'must roplie -Sail R esult of 
Carclessii ess - A M erry P a rly Come 
to G rief-O ne Mnu Seriously Injured 
—Two Men Nliglilly In ju red . 


We are called on to chronicle quite 
a serious accident that occurred about 
two o'clock Sunday morning, on a 
down grade between San Gorgoniot 
and Colton. A Southern Pacific hand­ 
car, on which were live men, was stop­ 
ped suddenly, and the occupants of the 
car precipitated to the track by the 
severe shock. It is supposed the stop­ 
page was caused by the brake not be­ 
ing properly thrown off and the rod in 
some way catching in the wheel, 
bringing the car to a standstill. At 
the time of the accident the car was 
on the down grade and going twelve 
miles an hour, the shock throwing nil 
the men violently to the truck. Mr. 
W. A. Matthews bad one of his legs 
broken in three places, Billy Bird his 
ankle dislocated, a brakeman, named 
Butler, was insensible for some time, 
and the other two were slightly in­ 
jured. The men were immediately 
brought to town and put under medi­ 
cal care. The case of Mr. Matthews 
is particularly unfortunate, as his wife 
died a short time ago, leaving three 
small children, aud he has been out of 
w'ork a long time, but was about go­ 
ing into the employment of the rail­ 
road company when this sad accident 
occurred. Drs. Wise and Htanway at­ 
tend him and think they can save his 
leg, in the meantime kind friends will 
look after his wants.

She cleared here for 
Cork, where she arrived safely in a 
voyage of 120 days, from that port she 
was ordered to Liverpool, and it was 
while beating up the Irish Channel that 
she was run down and sunk by the 
Steamer Adratic, all on board num­ 
bering some 30 souls, going down with 
her. 
The body of Juan Ferrora, a Span­ 
iard, was found in’lot on Noe and Four­ 
teenth streets. Beside him was found 
a double barreled shot gun with one 
load. He had gone through a picket 
fence, and dragging his gun atter him 
one barrel discharged, thecontentsgo- 
ing into his breast and killinghim in­ 
stantly. 
B. B. Cutter, wholesale liquor mer­ 
chant, was found dead in his office 
yesterday of apoplexy. 
The Assembly appointed to examine 
into the affairs of Golden Gate Park, 
spent the Sabbath in downright hard 
work endeavoring to get at facts in al­ 
legation against the management of 
the Park. They have been live days 
at work and have secured information 
which is by no means fiattering to the 
Park Commissioners. Either through 
wilful neglect or desire to attain to 
which they were not entitled, certain 
officials find themselves in a most un­ 
pleasant position. 
The Committee 
have not yet concluded their labors, 
but will prosecute their inquiries in 
Sacramento and then again return to 
this city. 
The Coroner held an inquest on the 
body of Louis McHenry yesterday and 
the jury rendered a verdict of suicide. 
The ouly important witness exam­ 
ined was his son Lorenzo whose testi­ 
mony difiera in no particular from the 
account already telegraphed. 
The funeral ofTl. Rodgers Johnson 
yesterday under the management of 
the Odd Fellows, was one of the larg­ 
est ever held iu the city. 
Frank H. Hubbard, a young dentist 
of this city, committed suicide by tak- 
morpbine, at the W hat Cheer House, 
tie was charged with forging the 
names of three firms in Sacramento, 
of two in this city, one of them being 
the firm of N. Gray & Co. It is prob­ 
able that the deceased anticipated ar­ 
rest and exposure, and seeking an ob­ 
scure lodging place, assumed another 
name and swallowed the poison. He 
was but twenty-four years of age. 
Four policemen made a raid on the 
Chinese at Sacramento street lodging 
house last evening for the purpose of 
arresting those celestials who carried 
concealed weapons. The Chinamen 
were too quick for the officers and only 
two were arrested with arms on their 
persons. A small armory was found 
on the floor where they had been 
thrown. 
Flood & O’Brien, managers of Con­ 
solidated Virginia and California 
Mining Company announce a deter­ 
mination to represent the product of 
those mines for the month of May at 
the Centennial Exhibition at Phila­ 
delphia. During that month there 
will be placed upou these two mines a 
working force to take out an amount 
of ore sufficient to produce $10,900,000 
worth of bullion. Arrangements have 
been made to employ the Sharon and 
other mills for its reduction, and in 
June it will be forwarded to Philadel­ 
phia. It will require fifteen cars bear­ 
ing ten tons each, to transport the sil­ 
ver bars. There will he 35,(XX) silver 
bars altogether, and 150 tons of solid 
silver bricks. 
SlRse R obbery. 
S a n B e r n a r d in o , Jan. 17th.—This 
morning about 4 o’clock the California 
and Arizona Stage Company’s stage, 
from Prescott, was stopped within 
eight miles of town by two masked 
men, one of whom jumped in front of 
the leaders, and the other pulled two 
revolvers on the driver and demanded 
the treasure-box, which ho threw out 
to them. The robbers then ordered 
the driver to proceed. 
He did so and 
at the same time called to Mr. ltubal 
Thomas, Division Agent, who was in­ 
side the stage sick and asleep. As 
soon as he was informed of the rob­ 
bery he stopped tlie stage, which had 
not gone over four rods, and took a 
passenger and uu extra driver who 
was on the stage, and started back af­ 
ter the robbers. 
They had proceeded 
but a short distance, when a noise at­ 
tracted their attention, which proved 
to be the robbers in the brush trying 
to break open the box. They proceed­ 
ed cautiously in the direction of the 
sound, but the robbers heard them 
and ran away leaving the box behind 
unopened, and it being dark it was 
useless and perilous to follow them. 
Had it not been for the presence of 
Mr. Thomas and his determination to 
rescue the box, they would have got­ 
ten away with the contents, amount­ 
ing to about $1,500. The Sheriff anda 
party are now out after the robbers 
and hopes are entertained of their cap­ 
ture.
